FOUR ADVANCES. 


Twentieth Regulars Rout a 


Thousand Rebels, 


City of Cainti Taken After Four 
Hours Brilliant Fighting. In- 
surgents Loss a Hundred. 


CAINTI TAKEN TODAY. 


Twentieth Regulars Rout a Thousand 


Hcbeli wad Carry the Cltf. 


Manila, March 36—The First Bat- 


taHon, Twentieth Regulars, advanced 
from Pasig today, clearing the country 
to Cainti, well defended by 700 Inhabi- 
tants, The trooops first encountered 
the rehpi outposts in dense jungles 
on the banks of the river. The enemy 
was dislodged after half an 
hour's 


fighting. The Americans advanced in 
splendid order under heavy fire until 
it was necessary to fire volleys at the 
rebels from trenches. Four advances 
were made on the enemy, who had an 
advantageous position and numbered 
1,000 
half of them being entrenched. 


Our troops increased the fire, carried 
the town in four hours fighting, burn- 
ing the outskirts, the rebels firing from 
the windows and keping up a running 
fire in the streets. The rebels lost 100. 
The Americans lost two killed and 13 
wounded. Artie Cluckman, mascot of 
the regiment, carried a parrot into 
action and was wounded in the kneee. 


Ousted a Small Band. 


Manila, March 16—The insurgents at 


the outposts and trenches of Caloocan 
fired several volleys last night upon the 
Montana and Kansas voluntters in an 
attempt to discover if the American 
line had thinned by the movement of 
Wheaton's command. The fire was 
warmly returned. 


A battalion of the Twentieth regulars 


ousted a small band of Filipinos on 
Laguna road, and sharpshooters, firing 
from a house over which the French 
flag was flying, were dislodged. -A 
gunboat entered the lake and silenced 
a one-gun battery In the foothills. 


The strongly fortified 
village of 


Caitai, northwest of Pasig, was cap- 
tured today after a desperate fight by 
the Twentieth Regulars. The Ameri- 
cans lost seventeen wounded. The 
rebel loss was heavy.

The governor refuses to 
commute the sentence on the grounds 
that the woman was absolutely proven 
guilty, that the court of appeals de- 
cided her trial was just and that ex- 
pert physicians, at the governor's in- 
stance, examined Mrs. Place and de- 
clare her sane and say she was sane 
when she murdered her stepdaughter 
and then lay in wait for her husband 
and* attempted to murder him. The 
governor decides that he cannot com- 
mute the sentence on the grounds of 
sex only and there is no other point to 
be considered.

Apia, Samoa, March 16—Owing to the 


threats of Mataafa's people that they 
would burn the Malietpa villages un- 
less taxes levied upon them and the 
contingent soldiery for the support of 
Mataafa were at once sent, the British 
consul on the cruiser Porpoise threat- 
ened to shell the villages if Mataafa's 
followers if peace were disturbed. The 
British and American consuls issued a 
proclamation denying the rumors to 
the effect that Mataafa had been rec- 
ognized king. The American cruiser 
Philadelphia has arrived and there Is 
a very friendly feeling between the 
British and American officers and men. 
It Is generally thought that fighting is 
likely to occur.

Brooke, at Havana, has been instruct- 
ed to hereafter confine himself wholly 
within the terms of the resolution 
adopted by congress before the war, 
that no government or organization or 
set of men is to be recognized, that the 
United States is to deal directly with 
the people of Cuba. The Cuban as- 
sembly is to be dealt with the same 
as any other organization. If a ses- 
sion seems to provoke riot or disturb- 
ances it is to be dispersed. If the 
meetings are harmless and 
only 


amount to vociferations no attention is 
to be paid to it. If tne assembly gets 
in the way of the United States au- 
thority in the reservation of peace and 
tranquility in the island then the as- 
sembly must, In the language of Amer- 
ican police, move on. 


NEW EHA FOB JAPAN. 


Treaties About to Go Into Effect Tbat 


Will Give Her tne !>tatu* of 


modern Nation. 


— Washington, March 16 —Extensive 
changes ot relations 
between 
the 


United States and 
Japan 
will be 


brought about July 17 when the new 
treaty of the two nations goes into 
effect. It was negotiated some years 
ago, but the actual operation was de- 
ferred so as to give time for adjust- 
ing the affairs to the changed con- 
ditions. Similar treaties have been 
made by Japan with most all the other 
first class 
powers. 
The 
essential 


feature Is to give Japan status as a 
modern nation. The entire extra-terri- 
torial system will be swept away and 
the new treaty opens up the entire in- 
terior of Japan to the capital and en- 
terprise of foreign merchants. Foreign 
settlement and trade is invited.

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Can Secure Peace If They 


Unite In Demanding It. 


London, March 16.—The morning pa- 


pers editorially compliment Mr. Choate 
upon the success and brilliance of his 
speech before the chamber of commerce 
last evening. The Daily Telegraph says: 
A speech in better taste could not be 
conceived. It was transparently sincere 
and cordial, without a suspicion of 
"gush," brimful of eloquence, humor 
and pathos, and, however high the stan- 
dard of oratory may be set, it is impos- 
sible to demand more of it than this. 
Mr. Choate has established his position 
in his hrst speech and strengthened the 
ties of brotherhood and friendship that 
are making for the peace of the worlj. 


Mr. Choate spoke deliberately and In 


rather a low tone. 
His humorous re- 


marks met w ith peals of laughter. He 
had a wonderful reception, made quite 
the speech of the evening, and was lis- 
tened to with the deepest attention, and 
resumed his seat amid perfect thunders 
of applause, Lord Russell personally 
congratulating htm. 


Mr. Choate, who on arriving was 


heartily welcomed by the chairman and 
officials of the association, sat in the 
place of/honor, on, the right of the chair- 
man. 
*• 


Rear Admiral Beresford, who replied 


to the toast to the navy, declined to be 
drawn into a discussion of the Chinese 
situation. 


Vice President Harper then submitted 


the toast of "Our Guests," coupled with 
the names of Mr. Choate and Baron 
Russell of Killowen. 


The jtoast was received with loud 


cheers, the company standing and shout- 
Ing the name of Mr. Choate, who was 
thrice cheered. 


Mr. Choate, on arising to respond, je- 


celved an ovation. 


The United States ambassador began 


Jokingly, protesting that he was over- 
whelmed with embarrassment at being 
called upon to respond in priority to the 
lord chief justice. He felt that when the 
British lion was about to roar even the 
American eagle should hold his peace. 
He was delighted, he said, to receive and 
accept the invitation to the banquet, al- 
though he was not at liberty to discuss 
British commerce, _His general instruc- 
tions from his government were not to 
discuss politics, or only at extraord- 
inarily festal occasions. After a few 
words on the subject of commerce, which 
he characterized as truly the "mainstay 
of the British empire," he continued as 
follows: 


"I have felt, however, that I might 


properly avail myself of this first public 
occasion to express the appreciation of 
my countrymen for the forbearance, good 
wiU and friendship manifested to them 
so freely by the British people. It Is 
true that peace between the United 
States and Great Britain is the first in- 
terest not only of thoe« two nations, but 
Of the whole world." 
^ 


In expressing his . gratitude for the 


cordial greeting he had received from all 
sorts and conditions of men since his ar- 
rival in England, Mr. Choate said: 


"Everywhere I have been treated as a ' 


friend and as the representative of your 
friends and brothers. In fact, I have i 
actually discovered the open door, open > 
to such an extent as would satisfy even 
the yearnings of the rear admiral who 
had made the circle of the globe in search 
of It. I think I may say, as a testimony 
to the good feeling sought to be encour- 
aged on our side of the water, that the 
president gave the best Illustration of 
It when he said, in my letter of credence, 
that he relied with confidence upon my 
constant endeavor during my stay in 
Great Britain to promote the interest 
and prosper!! y of both nations." 


After another reference to the open 


door and the "enlarged sphere of in- 
fluence which a cordial brotherhood has 
opened up," the ambassador continued: 
"I beg that you will not mistake my 
meaning. I do not believe that, although 
friends, we shall ever cease to be rivals. 
In the future as In the past, we on our 
fckte and you on yours will still press 
every advantage that can be fairly 
taken, but it shall be a generous and 
loyal rivalry- and all questions, disputes 
and controversies arising shall be settled 
by peaceful means, by negotiations, by 
arbitration, by any and every possible 
means except war." 


After pointing out that this was new 


sentiment, 
Mr. 
Choate 
remarked: 


"While the last great conflict between 
Great Britain and America failed to 
settle any of the great questions upon 
which either side took up arms—show- 
Ing that between brethren war is the 
worst possible means of settling any 
controversy—yet In the 84 years that 
have since elapsed, what tremendous 
questions, heated words, threatening 
demonstrations, which would have in- 
evitably have brought any other two na- 
tions into open and frequent conflict, 
have occurred on either side, and all 
been arranged and adjusted without re- 
sort to arms." 


Referring to the Venezuelan Imbroglio, 


he observed: 
"You know that on our 


•Ide of the water we love occasionally 
to twlat the lion's tail for the mere sport 
of hearing him roar. 
Well, that time 


he disappointed us. He would not roar 
at all. He sat as silent as the Sphyni. 
and by dint of mutual forbearance— 
our sober second thought aiding your 
•ober first thought—we averted every- 
thing but a mere war of words." 


Alluding to the "satisfactory dispelling 


of the cloud between Russia and Eng- 
land over the Xiu-Chwang railway ex- 
tension loan by means of peaceful di- 
plomacy," Mr. Choate said: 
"That Is 


the kind of diplomacy which I, juat en- 
tering upon a diplomatic career, desire 
very much to understand, for I am fresh 
enough to believe that If these two coun- 
tries, laboring together for peace, unite 
their voice la demanding it, It Is almost 
sure In every case. 


"I would like to quote my president 


again, (or the last words I heard him 
say were that the United States today 
v/as on better terms witb every nation 
on the face of the earth than U had ever 
been before.

Explains Hit Intention.

Axel Orling, a young Swedish elec- 


trical engineer, who studied some time 
in America, has invented a torpedo 
whose movements, he asserts, can be 
controlled from shore or ship without 
any material connection between it and 
its controller. 


Orling gave lately a demonstration 


of tbe power of his invention before 
King Oscar, the Swedish ministers of 
marine and war and other notabilities. 


The apparatus is now in the London 


docks awaiting an early opportunity for 
exhibition to the press and tbe official 
woild of London. 


"You snrely do not mean to tel] me, 


Mr. Orling," said a correspondent to 
him the other day, "that, standing on 
the seashore or the decL, of a ship, you 
can direct the course of a torpedo to- 
ward its object without an electric wir^ 
or other means of material communica- 
tion between yea and it?" 


"Not only that," Air. Orling replied, 


"but if the torpedo is not used for de- 
structive purposes I can in like mann. 
bring it back to my feet like a boom 
erang. 


"If yon ask me to explain the £,ener»l 


principle of my invention, I may say 
briefly it is a new means of transmit- 
ting motive power by means of rays of 
light. I am not exactly prepared to givf 
them a name, bnt the light which 
trasmit from the controlling or steering 
apparatus on shore or ship to the tor- 
pedo attachment is transmitted there 
into electrical induction. 


"The difference between Marconi's 


invention (wireless telegraphy) and 
mine is that I can concentrate my 
waves of light, while he cannot do this 
with his waves of sound. 


"I can direct the movements, of a tor- 


pedo as far as the eye. naked or with 
the aid of a telescope, can reach—that 
is to gay. from the shore to tbe horizon, 
which is about six miles. But if I stand 
oo a shore height or on the deck of a 
ship my area of view TV ill benmch wider. 


"I can tell the wheieabottts of my 


torpedo even in the dark by means of a 
electric lamp surmounting a rod pro- 
jecting out ef the water—a lamp which 
cannot be seen by the enemy, because 
its shade is always turned toward him. 


"Its cost is only about $1,000. I 


speed is 22 knots an bonr. It runs ten 
feet below the surface of the water, and 
the receiving rod is a foot out of water 
If the torpedo is not exploded, it can 
be brought back, which is impossible 
with any existing torpedo. 


"This invntioD will in time render 


superfluous the use of wires for tele- 
phone onrnn^ss."—New York World 
Device to ontwit RattlrAad Scalper*. 


A traveling man of Anderson, Ind., 


bas invented a mileage ticket which 
will protect railroads against scalpers. 
The ticket is a book which does not 
open. There is a slit through which tbe 
mileage strip is drawn out. Tbe passen- 
ger in buying a ticket signs his name 
on tbe last ten miles, and tbe book is 
then sealed up. It cannot be broken 
open without destroying the value of 
the ticket. It is easy to see that such a 
book will have no attractions for a 
scalper. The coupons are not numbered 
continuously from 1 to 1,000, so a sec- 
ond buyer must take the word of a 
seller as to its value, and just there is 
where tbe ticket is exceedingly weak if 
not to say valueless.—New Orleans

Gained — United State* Slionld Not 
Seek Any Chiueie Territory. 


Ex-Secretary of State John W. Fos- 


ter. who has just returned from a trip 
south, is watching the Chinese-Italian 
situation with the interest of one who 
| baa an intimate acquaintance with ori- 
' entul affairs. 


"Italy is likely to finally get that for 


which she is asking. ' ' wan Mr. Foster's 
comment when asked his opinion as to 
the outcome of the present situation 
"She has a large navy, almost equal to 
that of Germany, and, following Ger- 
many's example, is in a position to seize 
the port to which she has laid claim. 
China cannot withstand any assault 
from the sea. and Italy knows her help- 
lessness. " 


"Is the attitude of Italy likely to 


force the hand of Russia or any other 
European power?" "Without knowing 
positively, I should say it would not. 
My own opinion is that Russia will not, 
for the present at least, attempt any- 
thing more in China than the holding 
control of Manchuria and the territory 
which insures her pathway to the Pa- 
cific ocean." 


"Do you regard the commerce with 


the orient of sufficient importance to 
the United States to warrant our inter- 
ference with or participation in the 
questions that may arise there ?" "If 
yon mean that we should invite the 
possibility of war, the answer must be 
in the negative. At the same time be- 
lieve that the United States should have 
a firm policy with regard to the orient 
I agree with Lord Beresford that the 
surface of China has only been scratch- 
ed and that commerce with that conn- 
try is of more value than trade with the 
whole of Africa. The Chinese are the 
most industrious people on the face of 
the earth, besides which they are not 
savages, like the Africans, bnt are ac- 
quainted with the arts and industries 
They are civilized, even if they are not 
Christianized. Their country is capable 
of tremendous development in an agri- 
cultural sense, and I believe also that it 
contains great deposits of coal and other 
minerals which will prove immensely 
valuable and of which 
e Chinese will 


be quick to take advantage in the near 
future. This being the case, we have 
reason to look in that direction for in- 
creased commerce, and we should not 
allow ourselves to be laggards in the 
race." 


"Would yon advocate an alliance 


with England?" "We should have no 
alliance with anybody for anything so 
far as China is concerned, " wan the 
positive answer. "To form an alliance 
now with any nation would be a seri- 
ous blunder. As long as our policy of 
open commerce agrees with that of Eng 
land, we can go along in parallel direc- 
tions, but even Engl-and, with all her 
friendliness to tig and with all the ties 
of blood and history which naturally 
nnite us, will stand for herself and let 
us severely alone the moment her inter- 
ests and ours begin to diverge. No one 
can tell bow soon that may be. In the 
meantime the United States wants to 
be in a position where we, too, can be 
independent. We can get all we want 
by a firm and positive policy without 
tying ourselves to any other power. Wt 
are interested in free commerce, and so 
is Great Britain, bnt it must be remeni 
beied that Great Britain is a free trade 
nation, while we are on a protective 
tariff basis. In the orient onr interests 
are identical, bnt our systems at home 
are do different that we may not always 
travel together. The time may come 
when we will find England concerned ii. 
her owe affairs, especially in the east. 
and she will not then be thinking of tut 
United States if our interests do not lit- 
in the same direction. " 


"And that time will be"— "Whet 


the powers of Europe undertake to divide 
•op China as Poland was parceled out 
I hope the partition of China may never 
occur 
But at any moment Russia 


France and Germany may say that the 
Chinese government is unable to afford 
the protection demanded by advanced 
civilization, and they will therefore 
proceed to substitute their own govern- 
ment for that of the Chinese. In that 
event Great Britain will enter into the 
struggle for territory — a struggle thai 
will be gigantic in its proportions and 
tremendous in its results. No one can 
predict now what the outcome will be, 
but it needs no spirit of prophecy tc 
say that the division of the Chinese em- 
pire will be an extremely difficult task. ' 


"Should the United States have any 


part in that struggle?" "Emphatically 
no, except to discourage it. We have 
no business in the remotest degree with 
eny Chinese territory. Wa should not 
go a step further than to insist upon 
freedom of commerce. We have enough 
problems now confronting us in the 
Philippines, Cuba end Porto Rico to 
test our statesmanship. Not the least 
of these problems is the administration 
of Cuba. I fe;sr it will be a long time 
before the Cubans can establish a stable 
and independent government," said 
Mr Foster in conclusion, "and until 
then we are their sponsors. I think the 
road ahead of ns in Cuba is not lined 
with roses." — Washington Post

The navy department bas received u 


interesting report made by Surgeon 
Ward of the cruiser Bennington, at 
Port San Luis d'Apra, island of Guam, 
just before that vessel left there to join 
Admiral Dewey. the last of January. 


Surgeon Ward had been ashore inves- 


tigating the commercial products and 
mercantile establishments during the 
stay of the Beunington in the barber, 
with a view of determining what de- 
pendence conld be placed on the local 
markets for maintaining the force to be 
kept there hereafter by the United 
States. He says be found eight so called 
stores in Agana, the chief town, besides 
a number of small huts, where the na- 
tive aguardionte, made of fermented 
cocoanut milk, is sold, bnt he did not 
ascertain whether or not these bars 
were licensed. Be classed the stores un- 
der five heads, according to the nation- 
ality of the nien owning them. In the 
Manila stores, conducted by men from 
Manila, three in number, it was possi- 
ble to buy cotton clothes of various hues 
and dyes, embroideries, a few ready 
made articles of apparel, buttons, shoes, 
paper, pens, ink. matches and a small 
assortment of canned goods, of poor 
quality and expensive, as well as soap, 
candles and aguardiente. In one of the 
Manila stores cigars made of native to- 
bacco, which was of poor quality, were 
purchasable. The Japanese store is the 
largest and best in the town. It con- 
tained all the goods to be had in the 
Manila stores and in addition sugar, 
Japanese beer and imitations of im- 
ported wines It also sold eggs and 
bread, the latter baked every other day, 
of exceedingly poor quality. The Chi 
nese store was a poor one and was pa+ 
ronized only by Chinese. In the ch.. 
morro (native) store Dr. Ward found 
native coffee of fair quality, excellent 
chocloate and a few cheap dyed cotton 
stuffs, pipes, matches, etc. 


Tbe single American store, though a 


more pretentious establishment than 
any of the others, was inferior in many 
respects to the Japanese. A greater va- 
riety of, goods was kept, including a 
large assortment of canned vegetables, 
meats, kerosene oil, rice, accordions, 
bats, stockings, lamps, lamp shades, 
crockery, trunks, paints and nails. Dr. 
Ward says that shoes of fair pattern 
could be made to order by native shoe- 
makers, and the natives could also make 
comfortable furniture. 
Flour, which 


was difficult to find, and butter and 
lard, which naturally did not keep well 
in such a warm climate, were expen- 
sive. Milk conld be purchased in small 
quantities, chickens and eggs were plen- 
tiful, but the beef was poor, and there 
were no sheep in the island. 


Pigs are abundant. Yams and sweet 


potatoes grow freely, as well as corn, 
the latter being used by the natives to 
make bread 
Bananas, cocoannts and 


breadfruit are the chief sources of na 
tive food. Fishing is but little nttempt- 
ed. A good clam is found and a small 
oyster of sweet taste., Deer and gcatF 
abound, and wild turkey, plover, duckt 
and other edible birds are plentiful.— 
New York Tribune.

Very free bathing 
in soda water, with a little soda taken 
internally, and hot applications to the 
feet and thorough massage finally afford- 
ed relief, but it was some hoars before 
tbe patient recovered from what was 
truly an alarming condition. Violent 
attacks of nervousness accompanied the 
trouble, and the sense of suffocation 
was almost intolerable. The young wo- 
man had been stung a number of times 
before without any apparent unpleasant 
result The physicians were of the opin- 
ion that the bee had been feeding upon 
some extremely poisonous plant, which 
became concentrated in the venom of 
the st'ng. Be that as it may, tbe condi- 
tion was such as to excite grave appre- 
hension, tbe more so as it was several 
days before recovery was complete.—•

Kaiuaa to Have a Pqbltc Artificial 


Lake In Cheyenne Bottom*. 


The creation of an artificial lake in 


Cheyenne Bottoms in Kansas is calcu- 
lated to serve a double purpose. This 
body of water originally was intended 
simply for irrigation purposes, but as it 
will be no less than 14 miles long and 
generally about 4 miles- wide the 
idea has occurred that a capital sum- 
mer resort might be established on its 
shores. The water to feed this lake is 
to be brought from the Arkansas river 
through a ditch 13 miles long. Chey- 
enne Bottoms is believed to be the site 
of an ancient lake, and therefore is well 
suited to the purposes to which it ie 
now to be put. The idea of utilizing . 
this great natural basin as a reservoir 
was suggested, it is said, by a cloud- 
burst, which once filled the depression 
with water to a depth of seven feet. 


At present Kansans have no body of 


water that they can reach without two 
3ays of travel, and there are thousands 
of young men and women who never 
saw a lake or a body of water larger 
than the Arkansas. It is believed that 
they will flock to the new lake in sum- 
mer to enjoy the luxury of a real boat 
ride. The opportunity for a trip 14 
miles and back will be attractive to 
them, and it will be .unique in Kansas. 
Hunters also look forward with interest 
to the completion of tbe lake, for they 
expect it to become a favorite gather- 


i ing place for ducks.—Buffalo Express.

BOARD OF TRADE DISCUSSION. 


Two quite important matters were 


discussed at the annual meeting of the 
board of trade last night. They were 
the lowering of the insurance rate and 
the policy elsewhere adopted of sub- 
sidizing industries to locate in. com- 
munities. The sentiment of the board 
is sound on both matters. As the 
speaker referring to the insurance rates 
said we have perfected the fire fighting 
apparatus to meet the requirement of 
the Insurance men who made the rosy 
promises, but we have not yet received 
the reduction of rate that was promised 
us. We have fulfilled our part of the 
contract and we are to be forgiven if 
we show a little impatience over the 
negligence of the party of the second 
part. If the board of trade has a 
means of assaulting the ears of the in- 
surance men until they respond with 
something more tangible than words 
we suggest that It begin off hand. 


In these days when It ia the practice 


-to pay out public money to anything 
that makes a plausible argument of 
being of public good it is very re- 
assuring to know that the sentiment 
of the board of trade Is against 
subsidizing 
industries 
to 
locate 


here. 
It 
is 
not 
a 
wise 


economic policy. Industry will take 
care of itself. It is business and not 
philanthropy. If we have not public 
conveniences to Influence level-headed 
men to locate their industries here we 
canot induce them to come by giving 
them tax concessions or a bonus, for 
business men of the right sort do not 
care to establish business 
on such 


'foundations. It is only the migratory, 
unreliable sort of industry that can be 
made to choose its location by subsidy. 
That kind of Industry is looking for the 
highest bidder and expects to fold its 
tent when the term of concession ends. 


The function of a live board of trade 


relative to prospective industries is to 
make known most fully our natural, 
buslnes and public advantages and to 
stop there. If the board properly sets 
these forth to the right men at the 
head of the right enterprise and we 
have the right advantages the enter- 
prise will come. If any of these 
three rights are lacking we should 
lose by the enterprise locating here.

Carmel. who has been driven nearly in- 
sane by charges against her before the 
Hamden school board, has become ra- 
tional, but is still in a high state of ner- 
vous excitement. 
She is confined to 


hur bed in the ancient farm house that 
fionts the snow coveted sides of Mt. 
Carmel. 


She remembers nothing of her wild 


flight into the mountains last Sunday, 
while sutterlng from an attack of emo- 
tional insanity. 
Site is unaware that 


another teacher sits at her desk ia the 
village school house. 


The trials to which the young girl has 


been subjected in this quiet little Con- 
necticut village seem almost Incred ble. 


To amuse her pupils she wrote a harm- 


less puzzle on the blackboard. ' This the 
village gossips magnified into a heinous 
fault. 
Then she failed to report to the 


school board that her mother occasion- 
ally visited her in school. 


Mrs. Hough, the girl's mother, Is de- 


termined that her daughter obtains her 
rights. 


"Maude will not resign," says she. 


"The members of the school board must 
prove their charges or else exonerate 
her." 


The little school house in which Miss 


Hough has been teaching since last fall 
stands In a sparcely settled countryside. 
It faces Mill river and Mt. Carmel, while 
across the canal, to the west, looms up 
a spur of the West mountain. 


The young school teacher is attractive 


in appearance. She is slender, with light 
brown ha.tr and blue eyes. Former 
Selectman John E. Andrews and his wife, 
with whom she boards, have only words 
of praise for the girl who helps to sup- 
port her widowed mother, wfco lives in 
New Haven. 


"And sne has her school in fine shape," 


said Mr. Andrews. "Mr. Foote, ttie 
school visitor, told me she was the best 
instructor he had ever seen." 


The worst that can toe said about Miss 


Hough is that she has made mistakes. 
The principal mistake is that slie did not 
know who were her friends. Miss Hough 
came to Mt. CarrneJ in September, 
It 


was her first position. It was also the 
first time in her life she had ever earned 
any money. Her pay was $36 a month, 
and out of this she wan expected to pay 
her board and clothe herself. 


This amount—f 36—seemed a fortune to 


the young girl. Long before, she had 
hankered fora, bicycle. Bo one went into 
New Haven and bought one on the in- 
stalment plan. Sere no Cook, the select- 
man with whom she boarded, evinced 
surprise. With the bicycle she bought a 
bicycle skirt, perfectly modest and 
equally trim. 


One of the stories told about the town 


was of Miss Hough's appearance in her 
bicycle skirt. With some of her pupils 
she went skating, and a plough-hand 
saw her in that skirt. Be rushed down 
to the village score to tell his newe, add- 
ing embellishments of his own. This 
was brought up against her at the school 
inquisition. 


Mr Cook was solemnly excited yes- 


terday. He d«nie<3 that he had ever pes- 
tered the young •« oman. 


Miss Hough's mother says the school 


people have a resignation from her 
daughter, but that it was obtained by 
duplicity. The girl wrote two in a mo- 
ment of anger, put them In a book, and 
when she sent her mother to find them 
they were gone. Miss Hough will not 
submit to dismissal without a fight. All 
Mt. Carmel ia divided over the affair and 
lively times are anticipated.

Fogg, in the hearing of U. T. Treworgy, 
charged with the murder of Sarah Ware

' Fogg's testimony that probable cause 


was found against Treworgy, and he 
was held for the grand jury, and is now 
in Kllsworth, jail. Fogg's testimony at 
the hearing was sensational in the ex- 
treme, and was in substance that a 
few nights after the disappearance of 
Sarah Ware he was asked by Trtworgy 


j to help do a job, and he accompanied 


I Treworgy on a jigger to a certain spot 


in the Miles' lane, and helped Treworgy 


, move the body to another spot, where 


I the body was found Oct. 2. 
Fogg's 


statement was not shaken to any extent 
by a rigid cross examination. 


On Tuesday Fogg confessed to Chair- 


man Hall of the board of selectmen that 
he had testified falsely, and that his 
whole story was a He from beginning to 
end, and repeated the same in the pi es- 
ence of Detective Odlin. 
County At- 


torney Bunker was notified and at once 
ordered Fogg's arrest. 
At the hearing 


Fogg declined counsel, and was allowed 
to tell his own story. 


He said that he was seen by 8. L. 


Heywood, L. F. Tapley of Bucksport, and 
Detective Tracey of Banger, who told 
him that they knew that he knew all 
about tHe murder of Sarah Ware, and 


i v/anted him to tell them what they knew 


he had told his wife, mother and another 
party. 
He had seen them a number of 


times, and they told him he would have 
to go to state prison if he did not tell 
what he knew; that Tracey told him that 
he had a writ for his arrest, and would 
send him to state prison if he did not tell; 
that Tracey said he had. $500 in his 
possession, and half of it would go to him 
it Ite would tell. 


Fogg then created a sensation by say- 


ing that Tracey and Tapley went out 
to the Miles' lane to see if there was a 
stone wall there, and also told him he 
found the body at the place where the 
bit of cloth waa found, which, at one 
time, was thought to have had some 
connection with the case, but which af< 
tern ards was disproved. Fogg said that 
he was scared into telling the story, and 
was ignorant enough to believe it would 
come out all right After the hearing he 
thought of what he had done, and could 
keep it no longer, and told some of his 
folks that he had lied, and afterwards 
told Hall and Odlin. He had seen Tap- 
ley iince t*ie bearing, but none of the 
others. 
He said that Tapley had told 


him to stick to his story, and Treworgy 
would look through the grates. 
Fogg 


nearly broke down several times. 


The Mr. Heywood referred to has been 


very promint?sat in the investigations, 
independent of the regular authorities, 
and made the complaint for the arrest 
of Treworgy, 
,He, with Tapley and 


Tracey, traced to Fogg a report which 
was said to be in circulation that Sarah 
Ware was murdered before her body 
was found, or it waa generally known 
that she was murdered. 


The charges Fogg has made have add- 


ed to the intense interest in the case, 
especially as Fogg, at the Treworgy 
hearing, was as'unshaken in cross ex- 
amination as he- was> in bin latest re- 
cital. 
The people of this town, as a

Fogg.

with him aboard the Olympia.

I first week of his arrival at Manila Cap- 


i tain Fraser waa introduced to Admiral 


Dewey by the British consul, and dined 
with him on the Olympia at the cus- 
tomary Saturday evening gathering. 
Speaking of this banquet. Captain Fraser 
said:

"It was a unique affair. Admiral 


Dewey occupied the seat of honor, but, 
despite his effort at cheerfulness, ap- 
peared to me like a man on whom a 
deadly lethargy had fallen. His face 


i was ashen and his skin seemed to he 
drawn over it like wrinkled parchment 
His hair was white as snow and was 
thin and straggling, particularly over 
the forehead. As he nervously handled 
his wineglass, the contents of which, 


, I noticed, be scarcely touched, I could 
not help observing that his hand was 
thin and clawlike, the skin presenting 
the same unhealthy appearance as that 
upon the face.

"An officer sitting next to me said 


that the admiral had changed terribly 
in a few brief months and had lost 
nearly 20 pounds in weight This same 
officer said that Dewey was about 60 
rears old. I thought I was looking at a 
Clan past threescore and ten. Of course, 
when I saw him then, it was after a 
fatiguing day's work in a broiling sun, 
and this may have accounted for his al- 
most entire lack of energy and apparent 
indifference to the gay scene around 
him. 


"An officer on the right of the ad- 


miral, whose name I forget, took the 
part of chairman, and the usual toasts 
were right merrily made. The banquet 
broke up at an early hour, and we all, 
including the admiral, retired to the 
smoking room. It was while in this 
room that I had my chat with the great 
naval officer. 


"He asked me a few questions about 


myself, and I hazarded some questions 
in return as to his health, the prospects 
of the close of the war and its ultimate 
result. He said that his health waa 
none too robust, but that when at work 
he scarcely noticed his indisposition. ' 
Climatic influences, he said, were 
against bis noble boys. 'It makes my 
heart bleed,' he said, 'when I eee my 
men dying 'like dogs while waiting for 
some decisive action which I • am sure 
will end this war as we would wish.' , 
This was during the period of uncer- 
tainty at Washington.

"When I intimated as delicately as I 


could that possibly it would not be un- 
wise on bia part to take a rest for a 
month or two in some less dangerous 
climate, he said almost roughly: 'Tut, 
tut. captain! My work is not finished 
here yet. It's at a stage when I believe 
no other man can handle it. If I thought 
otherwise. I should perhaps feel prompt- 
ed to take a rest.'

"For a few brief minutes he ttflked 


animatedly on military life in India as 
I had experienced it, bnt collapsed like 
a man of straw before the time of 
breaking up. A respectful and. it seem- 
ed to me. almost pitying silence fell on 
the long room as he slowly rose and, 
bidding all a courteous and quiet good 
night, left, accompanied by his aid. 


"Turning to an officer—I believe he 


waa Lieutenant Smithson of San Fran- 
cis -o—I remarked on the admiral's en 
feebled condition. He said 'Yes. we 
have all noticed it. more particularly 
during the past month 
Some of the 


boys say be never sleeps, and I verily 
believe it 
I hope to God that the war 


will soon end or that it will at least get 
in such shape as to permit Admiral 
Dewey to take a rest. In his resting 
moments he appears to me like a man 
not long for this world.' 


"During my stay at Manila," con- 


tinued Captain Fraser, "I learned much 
about this remarkable man whose never 
ceasing activity is a marvel even to of- 
ficers who have been with him for 
years. I was told that he rose with the 
sun. and after a cold bath waded 
through piles of correspondence with 
bis secretary This strain was usually 
hept up till 8 a. m.. when he took a

FASTEST BALLOON TRIP, 


On« Hundred Mile* an Hour Made br. 


Tbree Pra»iittn Officer*. 


Three Prussian officers—Lieutenants 


Siegsfeld, Hildebrandt and Harthauseo 
—have made the swiftest balloon trip- 
on record. Harthausen, a member "of 
the ballooning department of the gen- 
eral staff, gave a thrilling description of 
his experienR recently at Berlin, 


i 
"On the morning of March 3 we do* 


cided to ascend from Templehoferfield. 
There was a strong, steady northwest 
wind. Our plan was to descend at Bres- 
lau, in Silesia, and be back in Berlin the> 
same evening. We had an ordinary mill 
tary balloon, but heavily ballasted, a* 
it was we shot up with fearful rapidity. 
The start was made at 12:10 p. m. Tha 
balloon-tore along over the plain water- 
ed by the Oder. You noticed speed when 
looking down on earth, bnt, looking up- 
ward, theie was no sense of motion 
whatever. 
You felt as if th» balloon 


were hanging still in the sky. 


"We swept ever Breelau at a height 


of 4,000 feet in a little less than thre* 
honra We made no attempt to descend, 
the wind being too strong. We were- 
traveling at the rate of 68 miles an hour 
with an ease, a smoothness and delight- 
ful sense of exhilaration impossible to> 
describe. Breslau was passed. The wind! 
increased, and we determined to offer no- 
resistance, but to turn our backs to it 
and let it carry us where it pleased. 
The balloon gradually rose, and at * 
o'clock we crossed the Austrian frontier 
at an elevation of 5,300 feet at terrific 
speed. We decided to sink the balloon 
j.nd safely brought her to a standstill at 
the village of Baguska, in Galicia, 428 
miles from Berlin as the crow flies, fet

FILIPINOS. 


Brave Men Who Are 


Bearing the White 


Mans Burden.

Even the Spanish war with all its 


suddenness caused no greater surprise 
than the revelation it made that the 
camps of the American army are filled 
with fighters equal to every crisis. The 
whole nation knew that the chief of the 
army was a soldier "hardened by a 
hundred battles," but the brigadiers and 
colonels and lieutenant colonels few, 
outside of army circles and perhaps the 
garrison- towns, knew even by name. 


At one time it seemed that all but a

No doubt many people feared that

He 
sent one out to tell Sitting Bull that he 
(Otis) intended to take the tram in his 
charge through to Tongue river, and if 
the Indiana Wished to fight about It he 
would accommodate them at any time. 
The train then moved on, the Indians 
surrounding it, keeping up the firing at 


long range, tfter proceeding some dis- 
tance a flag of truce was seen In the 
Indian lines, and the Indians sent in 
word that they were hungry, tired of 
war and wanted to make peace. Sitting 
Bull invited Colonel Otis to meet him 
outside the lines with an escort for a 
' talk " Otis said no, but he would 
meet Sitting Bull inside the lines of his 
own troops 
Sitting Bull did not come 


in to the council, but sent three chiefs 
to represent him, and upon their pledg- 
ing the faith of their tribes Otis dis- 
tributed a small quantity of hard bread 
and bacon to the Indians, telling them 
at the same time that he had no au- 
thority to treat with them nor to make 
peace with them. If they desired to 
surrender, they must go to the main 
camp at Tongue river Meanwhile Colo- 
nel Miles, commanding at Tongue riv- 
er, had become alarmed over the seri- 
ous delay of his train and advanced 
with a whole regiment of Infantry to 
meet the wagons and their escort. He 
met the expedition Just two days after 
Sitting Bull's threatening message, but 
found that, with Colonel Otis In com- 
mand, his alarm had been groundless. 


Although born to some family dis- 


tinction and wealth, Colonel Otis is an 
American 
of the rugged democratic 


type. He graduated from Harvard the 
year the civil war broke out and im- 
mediately enlisted as a private soldier. 
Soon promoted to captain, he fought 
gallantly through the war ana was so 
severely wounded that he could not 
take up the practice of law, which he 
had expected to make the profession of 
ms tuc 
Kct'a'-nfng to the army, he 


was commissioned in the Twenty-sec- 
ond infantry, then stationed on the 
plains. It is said that when he first 
•iomed the regulars the West Point of- 


the country to the other as Captain 
Charles King, the military romancer, 
needs no introduction here as to his 
strong personality. However, he has 
been out of the army so long that some 
interesting phases of his military career 
have been forgotten 
One of these illus- 


trates his pertinacity. As long ago as 
1872, 
when he was lieutenant on the 


staff of General Emory in the south- 
west, he entered into an Internationa] 
horse race in order to maintain the 
honor of the army on the famous Me- 
talrie race track. His opponents were 
an Austrian count, a gentleman of 
France, an Englishman of the name of 
Stuart and a famous Irish rider, Mr. 
James Ross. All of these were sporting 
men, but Lieutenant King was simply a 
soldier. The odds were heavily against 
him, and, in fact, at the ladies' stand, 
which was crowded, the man in buttons 
found but two champions with the 
courage to wear the white and blue ol 
the Yannee officer. King won the race 
easily; In fact, he said that when his 
horse Templar came in he was as fresh 
as a daisy and was wild to go round the 
track again, while all the other horses 
showed unmistakable signs of having 
been overridden

West Point!" "Neither do they," said 
one of King's comrades, "but wnat they 
do teach makes a man a fair all round 
rider."

1866 He won three '-revets and a medal 
of honor for personal gallantry. 


In Marcus P. Miller those insurgents 


w ho have designs upon Iloilo find a vet- 
eran fighter, who, like his chief, says

Miller is in himself a type. He is a 
veteran artillerist and all through the 
civil war fought with that arm of the 
service. Now, the kind of weapons and 
missiles which a soldier fights with for 
a long time leave their impress upon his 
character.

chief" picked by loving fingeis on the 
dewy hillsides of old Lrm, would have 
very little significance, since modern 
iconoclasts who have looked into th* 
matter biutally assert that the beauti- 
ful tradition of St. Patrick and the 
shamrock is of purely modern cication. 
This tradition, as is svell known, is to 
the effect that the saint made use of the 
little three leaved plant to typify the 
mystery of the Trinity in his religious 
teachings to the pagan Irish people, 
among whom he introduced Christian 
ity 


Neither would the very unsophistlcat 


ed saint recognize green as the nationa' 
color of Ireland This color was adopt- 
ed fully 13 centuries after the death of 
the national benefactor In fact it seems 
that Ireland in St Patrick's time had no 
settled and undisputed national co'or or 
emblem The well known Red Branch 
Knights of Ulster had a red lion on their 
banner, and this emblem, it seems, the 
Irish of that province took over with 
them from Scotia Major, which Is, of 
course merely tlie eaily name for Ire- 
land, when they settled Scotia Minor, 
or, in modern phraseology, Scotland 
This same red lion still appears on the 
British standard as the quartering^ for 
the land of the Scot 
But previous to 


1798 there is absolutely no mention of a 
green flas in the annals of Irish historj.. 


It was at the end of the eighteenth 


century that the inhabitants of the Em- 
Tsle adopted as a nat'onal color 


the green now conspicuous m all Irish 
parades At the battle of the Boyne it 
was that King William's Engl sh troops 
were given green 'eaves to wear in their 
hats in order to distinguish them from 
the followers of King James who were 
decorated with paper rosettes symbol- 
ical of the white rose of York It was 
accordingly the Orangemen who wers 
the first wearers of the green on tba 
Emerald Isle

a snake from one end of Ireland to the 
| other, as Bede, Grant Allen and manv 
tnodern naturalists and scientists bav e 
pointed out. This old snake story Ta1? 
the creation of the Ensjl'sh monk JOCP- 
lyn of Furniss abbey, who flourished 
(his pen) during the twelfth centurv. 
The idea was a purely figurative one, 
tor the only rerpents that the devout 
saint ever expelled trom his beloved is- 
anl rve»-e those of paganism, idolatry 
and Ignorance 


Nor has it yet been satisfactorily de- 


te-mmpd just where St Patrick was 
born 
Seven cities contended for the 


honor of being known as the birthplace 
of Homer after his death, while none of 
them during hi» lifetime ever iron med- 
ils for its liberality to tho poor old 
blind poet. Almost as many nations 
now claim the honor of giving birth to 
the illustrious patron saint of Ireland. 
Some claim that he is an Irishman, 
some assert that he first saw the light 
of day in Cornwall, still others hold that 
he v as a Scotch Highlander by bn th, and 
o" lers, again, stick to the belief that tha 
saint c- me from the Holy Land. But tha 
weight of this historic authority tends 
to show that Boly Tours in Armoric 
Gaul, was the only and original blrtlr* 
place of this very much flattered saint.

QUESTION OF INSURANCE RATES 


Brought Up for Attention of Board and 


Action May be Taken. C. W. Den* 


nett Elected President. Date 


of Annual Banquet. 


The annual meeting of the board of 


trade was held last evening, and whllfe 
the attendance was small, there was 
considerable interesting discussion, and 
the date of the annual banquet was 
fixed. A protest was made against the 
criticism that has been made con- 
cerning inactivity on the part of the 
board, and one Important new matter 
of discussion was introduced. 


In the absence of President A. C. 


Houghton, who was unable to b<» pres- 
ent, Vice-President T. W. Sykes pre- 
sided. He spoke informally at some 
length on the present condition of the 
board and the criticism that had been 
made of it, and answered those who 
said that because it was doing nothing 
in the eyes of the public continually, 
it was of no value to the city. 


He said that it was not the province 


of such an organization to be con- 
stantly making public efforts in minor 
matters 
which would amount 
to 


nothing. The board should remain in a 
position, supported by all the business 
men of the city, where when an op- 
portunity carne to require it, active 
work could be done for the interest? of 
the city. 


Mr. Sykes also spoke against the at- 


tempting to bring to the city small 
"floating" 4<mu*>mes, oy means ot 


sums of money and other inducements 
which would take more from the city 
than the industries would bring it, per- 
manently. 


The treasurer's report was read by 


G. A. Hastings. It showed the re- 
ceipts of last year to have been $786.73, 
and the expenditures, $756.07; leaving a 
balance on hand of $30.66. The board 
owes considerable for rent and other 
running expenses, but the deficit is not 
so large as would seem from this, as 
many dues are still to be collected, and 
probably will be paid at the time of 
the banquet. 


The chief feature of the meeting, 


viewed from the interest shown, was 
tbe talk of Henry A. Tower on the sub- 
ject of insurance rates in the city. He 
reviewed the work that has been done 
in the fire department and the improve- 
ments made, and spoke of the fact that 
lower rates were still in the air. He 
thought that this was something that 
properly came under the province of 
the board of trade, and that the board 
should take some action in regard to 
the matter, to find out the exact cause 
of the delay, and when the matter 
would be finally settled. If the in- 
surance companies were not planning 
to makp a reduction which seemed 
suitable for the city he thought it was 
time for the boar* to take active steps 
toward securing such rates. 


His talk was received with a good 


deal of interest, and some of the mem- 
bers were enthusiastic in regard to it. 
One of them suggested the calling of a 
public meeting in connection with the 
matter, but it will probably be flis- 
cussed more by the board before this is 
done. 


The interest that was shown in the 


matter was pleasing, however, and it 
is believed that with the banquet to 
bring the members together in a larger 
way, more interest will be shown in 
its affairs. 
The general 
sentiment 


seemed to be last night that by taking 
up such matters as this in. connection 
with the welfare of th'e city, the sup- 
port of the members and all business 
and professional men would be secured 
as it has not been for some time. 


The date of the annual banquet was 


set for April 7, and the plan of haying 
representatives cf the boards in other 
cities was regarded by all as an ex- 
cellent one. 


There was some discussion of the 


use of the rooms, which have been im- 
properly used by boys to some extent. 
They enter the rooms and use the bil- 
liard tables, sometimes it is said climb- 
ing through the windows when they 
are unable to secure keys. This will be 
stopped, and the rooms will be re- 
served as they should be for the use of 
members.

Constitution Adopted and High Schools 


Ready for Business. 


The proposed Berkshire county inter- 


scholastic 
athletic association was 


formally organized in Pittsfield yester- 
day afterni-^n. The complete arrange- 
ments for the Memorial day meet and 
the management C;f league made. The 
schools represented at the meeting 
which took place at the high school 
auditorium were North Adams, Wil- 
liamstown, Adams, Pittsfield, Lenox, 
Great Harrington, 
Stockbridge 
and 


West Stockbridge. For some reason 
unknown Dalton and Lee failed to send 
delegates. 


President A. H. Lehman of the Wil- 


liams coHego athletic association pre- 
sided and among the principals present 
were C. A. Byra^i of Stockbridge and 
C. E. Pinl--hz.m. of Great Harrington. In 
introducing the subject, Mr. a Lehman 
stated the object of the association 
was to form a closer relationship be- 
tween the schools of the county and 
Williams ci'iejre. The league cannot 
fail to bo of mutual benefit to both. 
He hoped all the delegates would re- 
turn to their schools fired with en- 
thusiasm and determined to make this 
league a permanent on?anization, ben- 
efic'al alike to the individual and the 
school. 


Mr. Sullivan of this city was chosen 
temporary secretary. The chairman 
then read the constitution of a similar 
organization near Boston, modified so 
as to nipet the needs of a. Berkshire 
league. This was adopted. 


Some of the provisions arc as fol-

The membership shall be limited 
to students of 
the schools 
of 
the 


county in good and legular standing. 
The annual meeting sha!' be held the 
first Saturday of December, in Pitts- 
field, and each school is entitled to two 
delegates, only one of \\hom is to be 
accredited and eligible to vote. 


No stuflent ran compete in the an- 


nual meet who takes less than ten 
hours a week in recitations in his 
school. No student over 21 can enter 
the events. The executive committee 
shall consist of three principals and 
two Williams collegians, the prin- 
cipals to be from the schools scoring 
the largest number of points at the 
preceding meet. 


Each school can enter six men in 


each event and start four men. The list 
of events will be 100 and 200-yards 
daah, one-quarter, one-half and one- 
mile run, 120 and 220-yard hurdles, run- 
ning broad jump, pole vault, shotput 
(twelve pound) hammer throw (twelve 
pound), running high jump, and mile 
bicycle race.

N. Y., were intercepted in this city last i 
evening by Chief Kendall, while they 
were on their way to Adams to get a 
license and a minister to be married. 
They at first de nied that they were 
the ones wanted by the police, but 
were held by Chief Kendall on sus- 
picion, and soon broke d»wn, con- 
fessing- their 
identity. They 
are 


Charles Yates, 28 years old, and Sarah 
Evans, 16 yars old, and were held at 
the police station here to await the ar- 
rival of the girl's father, uho reached 
the city today. 


Early last evening the chief received 


a 
telephone message 
from 
James 


Evans of Schaghticoke, asking that 
his daughter be held if she was found. 
He gave descriptions of his daughter 
and the man with \\hom she had 
elopetl. 


Some time after this Chief Kendall 


saw a couple about to board an Adams 
car, the man answering the description 
of the- eloper. He boarded the car and 
asked the man if he was Charles Yates. 
The man replied that his. name was 
Searles, and that his homo was in 
Shushan, N. Y. He said the girl's name 
was Kittie Burns. The chief thereupon 
turned to the girl, and she confirmed 
the man's story. 


In spite of the fact that she had 


changed her clothingp*trom that given 
in the description, Chief Kendall de- 
cided to hold them, and the car being 
ins Zylonite by this time, transferred 
them to a car coming this way and 
brought them to the station. 


The man lost his nerve and confessed 


that he was Yates, but the girl was 
firmer. Finally she saw it was useless 
to contradict her companion and also 
confessed. They said they met at John- 
sonville, and came to Williamstown, 
where they failed to secure a license. 
They were on their way to Adams 
when arrest-el, hoping to be married 
there.
